-New York, Aug. 3.—Former United 
States Senator Edward Murphy, of 
Troy, N. T., died at his summer home 
at Elberon, N. J., early today as the 
result of an operation which ha under- 
went two weeks ago for an enlarged 
abdominal gland. Mr. Murphy was "6 
years old. 


Following the operation Mr. Murphy 


rallied and for awhile It was -believed 
that complete recovery would result, 
but last Tuesday there was a relapse. 


Before daylight today it became ap- 


parent to the nurses and doctors that 
Mr. Murphy was falling rapidly, and 
the members of the family were called 
and remained with him until death 
ensued. 


Mr. Murphy was born in Troy, N. 


T., on December 1, 1834. He became 
mayor of Troy In 1875, holding that 
office until 1883. He was chairman of 
the democratic state committee of 
New Tork from 1887 to 1895, a dele- 
gate to the national democratic con- 
ventions of 1880. 1S84 and 1888, and 
chairman of the New Tork delegation 
in 1892. In 1893, two years before he 
retired as state chairman, he was 
elected to the United States senate, 
serving until 1893.

Paris, Aug. 3.—American Initiative 


in the establishment ot unrestricted 
arbitration was crowned today by the 
signing ot a 
trea,ty of permanent 


peace by which France and th* Unit- 
ed States agree to submit to a neu- 
tral court all differences that may 
arise between them, even though the 
dignity and honor, vital Interests of 
either republic may be Involved. The 
ceremony of affixing the signature 'o 
the unprecedented document was sim- 
plicity Itself. 
But It was mprked by 


an extreme element ot solemnity. 


The treaty was signed for France 


by Jean Jules Jusserand, the French 
ambassador to the Untied States, and 
in 
the 
presence of Robert Bacon. 


American ambassador at Paris; Arthur 
Ballley-Blanchard, secretary 
of 
the

embassy; Eugene 
Pierre, 


secretary-general of president of the 
French chamber of deputies, and Ga«s- 
ton Douchement, assistant chief ot the 
protocol, who officiated in the absence 
of M. Mollard. 


When the party was complete, M. 


Jussernnd seated himself at a desk 
arul once more carefully 
read 
the 


parchment. 
Then, taking from his 


pocket his favorite pen, which he had 
used so frequently in arranging the 
final phrasing 
of the

pact, affixed his name as the represen- 
tative of the French nation. 
A few 


moments later the French diplomat 
and Mr. Bacon, who had labored to- 
gether for weeks drafting the final 
text, emerged 
from 
the 
room and 


smilingly announced to the represen- 
tatives of the press that the moment- 
ous document had been signed. 
A 


copy of the treaty as signed will be 
forwarded 
Immediately in exchange 


for the copy signed at the American 
capital this afternoon by Philander C. 
Knox, the American secretary of state. 


France Hails the Treaty. 


The 
signing 
of 
the 
arbitration 


treaty is hailed in France as meaning 
the extension ot a movement in all 
countries for tlie reduction of arma- 
ments and the absolute prevention of 
wars. The general view Is that a tre- 
mendous impetus has been given to the 
worldwide peace campaign. 


The Figaro in a long study of the 


situation resulting, .declares that if 
other nations do not join the movement 
those who have pledged for arbitra- 
tion should adopt the principle of boy- 
lotting by inserting a clause in the 
international 
agreements 
providing 


that they shall suspend all relations of 
commerce, transportation 
and postal 


intercourse with any country warring 
upon one of the signers. For example 
the paper says that 
If 
the 
United 


States France and Great Britain should 
hoycot Germany by refusing all rela- 
tions with her the action would-be cer- 
tain to cause the confusion and ruin 
of that nation. 


"By boycotting," the Figaro adds, 


"we will obtain obligators' arbitration 
and then the limitation of armaments."

will note with lively satisfaction, the 
new and intimate bond established be- 
tween France and the great and gen- 
erous people of the United States, who 
have not ceased to exhibit the warm- 
est and most sincere friendship as a 
souvenir of the aid which we gave 135 
years ago at the moment of America's 
emancipation."

that Col. William J. Bryan delivered Monday at Wino- 
na. "The Signs of the Times" was the statement 
Mr. Bryan's theme and in the times he sees abundance 
of signs that bid the people take hope of better things, j 
He beholds the dawning of a brighter day and well 
may say that he feels more encouraged than at any 
time of his life for the triumph of right in all things. 
Mr. Bryan interprets the situation in \Va?hington as 
one of the signs that the people are coming into their 
own and it is with some degree ot pardonable satis- 
faction that he truly can say the house, senate and 
president are working for and bringing about some 
of the beneficent changes he himself has long been 
striving to achieve. 
Some of these things have been 


written into the laws or are prepared to be written 
into the laws by the aid of those who long had re- 
sisted Mr. Bryan's crusade for better government. The 
great fight for popular election of senators is virtually 
won and, though still encountering some delays, the 
constitutinal amendment providing for a federal in- 
come tax has been ratified by enough states to insure 
that in course of time it will become a part of the na- 
tion's organic law. The world, in Mr. Bryan's view, is 
Steadily growing beter and he points to the progress 
the world movement for temperajice is making. The 
German-emperor has become not only an abstainer but 
an advocate of abstention, going so far in a recent ad- 
dress to young naval officers as to urge them with 
grave admonition not to impair their service to the 
Fatherland by the use of intoxicants. And this, in the 
great beer-drinking nation, marks a notable advance. 
Even in France, a country thoroughly given to wine- 
bibbing. Mr. Bryan notes that the government has made 
it. a compulsory part of public education to teach the 
effects of alcohol on the human system. Education is 
making advancement in every country of the world 
and most notably in those lands which but a few years 
ago were distinguished by an almost universal illiter- 
acy. 
It was an inspiring address by a man who 


travels much and studies the signs of thc times of 
which he speaks.

Rubbish Crematories. 


Thor« is st-ill another, and very im- 


purtant form of usefulness in which 
tl.e American crematory 
has been 


found to be efficient. 
It was demon- 


strated by Col. Geo. E. Waring, when 
he was street cleaning c ommissioner of 
New Tork. that the market value of rub- 
ilsh, or combustible refuse, was con- 
siderable, amounting to as much as 
$3.50 per ton. 
In order to secure It, 


however, in sorting out the market- 
able portions it was found necessary 
to have a crematory that would pro- 
duce power for Its own purposes. Such 
a form of cremating furnace was de- 
vised by the author and installed in 
Boston twelve years ago. 
This fur- 


nace h*s been continually employed in 
burning that port of the refuse which 
has no trade value. ?nd In doing ?o 
has furnished power for the baling of 
recovered paper, for lighting the builo 
ing. and for other purposes of the 
plant. 
Tha example of Boston was 


followed r-t Buffalo, where the author 
installed a similar furnace in the Re- 
fuse Utilization station. This furnace 
has the capacity of 25 tons of rUbblsh 
per day. In this plant 65 per cent of 
the totnl amount collected is saved, 
and consists of articles which find a. 
ready sale in open market. The same 
form of crematory furnace was suc- 
cessfully used and tho plant, first built 
for >x private company, was afterwards 
purchased by the city, and is now op- 
erated for its own benefit. 


There has been developed another 


form of crematory, or combined water- 
heater, which In Its larger forms ts 
successfully employed In the disposal 
of w&*to from apartment houses.

Household Appliances.

peared on the market he found only 
hucksters selling at middlemen's prices. 
This evil has been eliminated, and the 
farmer Is now In full control of the 
institution.
